Killian disclosed th a t if any 
I one school district included in 
a new plan files an appeal with 
the state Board of Education, 
| the appeal can hold up the ad ­ 
vance establishm ent of any dis­ 
trict In plan. 


If no appeals a r e pending and 
the plan has the approval of 
the basic council it can seek 
advance approval anytim e be­ 
fore the 1st of July 1964 or 65. 
Advance establishment will e n ­ 
title a district to an Increase in 
its basic subsidy of $800 
per 
teaching unit. 
T he county plan has to 
he 
submitted to the Dept, of Public 
Instruction by July I, 1964. The 
act m andates school districts to 
be reorganized by Ju ly I, 1966. 
Monroe County school

cials fear that Eldred 
T ow n­ 
ship, an independent school dis­ 
trict, will oppose the plan. E l­ 
dred is included in the Pleasant 
Valley district under the county 
plan.

No Choice 


President Kennedy said yesterday in 
Texas that the United States “lias tossed 


its cap over the wall of space, and we 


have no choice but to follow it.” 


He did not emphasize a crash program 


to land a man on the moon by the end 


of this decade, but he did say, “Tilis re­ 


search must and will yo on. The con­ 


quest of space must and will go ahead.’* 


(See story on Page I.) 


There have been many recent ques­ 
tions and doubts a'oout the president’s 
plan to land an American on the moon 
by 1070. 


'File weakness of the criticism is that 
it snowballed after an off-hand remark 


o f Nikita Khrushchev that the Soviet 
I Ilio n was not taking part in any race 
t<* the moon. 
In a le<s well-publicized 
statement, lie later reversed himself in 
typical hot-cold, yes-110, on and off Hus­ 
sion double-talk. 
President Kennedy wisely said at a 
recent news conference that lie would 
not take Khrushchev’s word one way or 
the other and that the American plan to 
land a man on the moon should l>e pur­ 
sued whether the Russians join the race 
or not. 
We agree with the President. Rut we 
see no need for a bank-breaking crash 
program to get to the moon by 1070. The 
trip will be just as valuable scientifically 
five years later. 
The military necessity of establishing 
stations on the moon has been qustioned 
by many experts, and not emphasized by 
the government. 
It is in fact a scientific adventure 
conducted bv the civilian National Aero­ 


nautics and Space Administration not 
by the Defense Department. 
We do not think it is a disaster that 
the Senate on Wednesday cut $90 mil­ 
lion from the NASA budget and voted a 
$5.1 billion appropriation rather than 
the $5.7 billion asked by President Ken­ 
nedy. 
Arguing for an even bigger cut in the 
civilian space budget, Sen. William Ful- 
hright said it would not be “a national 
calamity" if a moon landing were post­ 
poned until the next decade. 
A slower moon program would resuh 
in much more efficient ex|>endituro of 
federal funds. 
Our present haste is al­ 
ready causing much waste. 
Rut that should not scare the nation 
away from a sound, well-planned space 
program. 
We are the richest nation in the world, 
leading half of the world into the space 
age. 
We have a basic responsibilitv to 
maintain scientific a* well as militate 
leadership and we cannot shirk that 
responsibility. 
’I’lie question of expenses is one of de­ 
gree. We should not let the call of space 
lead us to economic disaster. 
We should not let the nece.vsity f<-r 
sjmce expenditules push the national 
budget alane the $100 billion mark. 
Gradually, our military budget of more 
than $ 5 0 billion must be cut back with 
some funds transferred to the spate 
effort. 
Spat e is the battlefield of the age we 
are moving into. 
We must fight this 
battle of brains, science and technology. 
As President Kennedy said yesterday, 
“The conquest of spat e must and will go 
on.”
